(The Philadelphia Mint currently shipping 
all orders. orders 100, the Mint shipping 

sets with possible more pro- 
duction warrants it.)

Presumably, the Mint 
officials have chosen the present 
method shipping all small orders 
and prorating the large orders over 
the arbitrary cut-off.
